Eleventh-Hour Canvass Among 
Banks Yields $15,000,000 at 
6% to Meet Emergency. 


CRAIG ASKS GOVERNOR’S AID 


Berolzheimer Says Controller Is 
Trying to Use Credit Problem 
for His ‘* Pet Measures.” 


By an eleventh-hour canvass of city 
banks and bond houses, representatives 
of the .city finance department, suc- 
ceeded last night in borrowing $15,000,- 
000 to meet obligations due today, but 
unprovided for because of the failure 
of the city to sell the larger part of a 
$42,000,000 revenue bill issue offered at 
| public tender on Wednesday. 

As matters stood early in the after- 
noon, the balance in the City- Treasury, 
City Chamberlain Philip Berolzheimer 
said; was $1,500,000, all of which was due 
on payroll obligations, and about §$11,- 
000,000 which had een received from 
Wednesday's offering of revenue bills. 
Against this stood a demand for $15,- 
000,000 as payments on notes and in- 
terest. 

“We have all the money we need for 
tomorrow,”’ Controller Charles L. Craig 
said last night. ‘‘ That clears us up for 
this ‘week. We also have assurances of 
what’ money we need to borrow on 
short-term obligations in the future. We 
obtained the money from several banks 
at 6 per cent. 

*“From what I understand to be the 
legislative situation in Albany, and the 
tion:.of.:the legislative leaders to 
see that’ legislation. is passed -providing 
for advancing the tax date for the sec- 
ond half of the year from Nov. 1 to July 
1 and abolishing the Chamberlain’s of- 
fice, I expéct to conclude arrangements 
pefore the end of the week to’ obtain all 
the money required before these meas- 
ures have gone into full effect.

_ Legislation as Aid. 


"If the bankers know that we can 
take up our «short-term obligations after 
the 1st of July there will be no difficulty 
in borrowing whatever money we need.

in taxes by the Ist.of July.’ 

Earlier ‘in the day Controller Craig 
had sent to Governor Miller the follow- 
ing message: ° ; 

“I earnestly urge that you send an 
emergency message to the Legislature 
for the immediate passage of two bills; 
one advancing the tax date for the sec- 
ond. half of the year from Nov. 1 to 
July 1 and the other abolishing the of- 
fice of Chamberlain.‘ The particulars 
with respegt to these bills have been 
submitted in great detail to the Legis- 
lature and will be furnished to you 
forthwith. Yesterday, in an effort to 
borrow $47,000,000 on short time securi- 
ties for..urgent current necessities, the 
city was able to obtain only $21,400,000. 
Unless these measures become a law 
‘\without\s moment's ‘delay there is no 
certainty that the city -will be able to 
finance its current expenditures.”’ 

Chamberlain .Berolzheimer, whose of- 
fice the Controller is.seeking to abolish, 
said the Controller was ‘‘ trying to use 
the credit of the people of the city for 
his own pet measures in Albany.’”’

OPERATED ON LARGE SCALE 


Not Only. Forged Signatures 
. but Created Fake Records 
and Hired Witnesses. 


CLIENTS’ STATUS INVOLVED 


Former Partner,. Himself Deceived, 
. First to Suspect Trickery and 
Notify Officials. 


District Attorney Lee P. Davis of 
Westchester County said yesterday he 
was searching for Herbert F. Miller 
following evidence furnished by Supreme 
Court Justices Tompkins and Seeger ana 
others indicating that Miller has been 
running a divorce mill with a great out- 
put of fraudulent decrees in Westchester 
County and probably in New York, 
Brooklyn, Queens, Richmond and Nas- 
sau Counties. 

Miller has been missing since Jan. 19 
of this. year, when Justice Seeger wrote 
to him demanding his appearance to 
explain certain charges in connection 
with the first accusation against the 
divorce specialist. 

Justice Seeger thereupon asked’ Dis- 
trict Attorney Davis at White Plains to 
investigate. In the last few days evi- 
dence has come in a large volume, mak- 
ing it appear that Miller forged the 
signatures of Supreme Court Justices; 
that he created fake sets of records 
which decoyed Justices into granting 
final decrees over their own signatures, 
and that sometimes, in dealing with 
poor clients, he issued his own personal 
decrees of divorce. 

‘* He has evidently been manufacturing 
fake decrees of divorce for two years 
at least,’ said District Attorney Davis. 
‘‘He has apparently separated a ..great 


‘many husbands and wives by crooked 


decrees. 

‘‘It will probably be a long time be- 
fore the far-reaching effects of his work 
can be determined. In all probability, 
many of those divorced by him have 
contracted bigamous marriages. The 
number of illegitimacy cases and matri- 
monial tangles of all kinds that will re- 
sult can only be guessed. In some cases 
his clients are parties to the criminal 
atts committed by MiNer..In other cases 
they ‘are innocent victims. 

Asks the Public to Help. 

‘*‘T would advise all persons who have 
beén divorced in Westchester County in 
cases where Miller figured as a lawyer 
to. ¢ome to my office at once and lay the 
facts before me. I would advise those 
divorced by Miller in other counties to 
go at once before the District Attorneys 
there. @ 

‘‘T believe Miller is hiding not far 
from here and I am appealing to the 
public for help in finding him. 

‘‘It is probable that Miller is not the 
only one implicated in fake divorces. He 
has probably had assistants. There are 
indications that a large-sized ‘ divorce 
ring’ has been at work, using various 
devices and frauds to procure decrees in 
this and other counties. 

‘‘T can say with the authority of the 
Supreme Court Justices of this county 
that the collusive and fraudulent divorce 
practice in this county has to stop. We 
will make it hot for any who attempt.it 
in the future. , 

‘‘ This case is no reflection on the ad- 
ministration of justice in this county. 
I believe that we have the best bench 
in the State right here. But the old- 
fashioned atmosphere has prevailed in 
which the bench trusts.the bar and the 
bar trusts the bench.” 

Suspicion has been aroused among of- 
ficials in Westchester County by the 
many familiar faces which appear peri- 
oditally on the witness stand in divorce 
cases. Miller is alleged to have man- 
aged a stock company of witnesses. 

** He had five or ten well-coached wit- 
nesses on his staff, it appears,’’ said 
Assistant District Attorney W. A. Fer- 
ris. ‘‘ He appeared In a great many 
divorce cases and needed a large troupe 
in order to avoid using the same ones 
over and over at brief intervals. . 

“It seems that he would come to court 


with four or five witnesses ready to 
testify. If Justice Tompkins happened 
to be on the bench, foér instance, he 
would select one or two who had not ap-

HARDING TAKES UP 
RAILROAD QUESTION} 


Message to Congress or More 
Immediate Action May Follow 
Talk With Barton and Clark. 


EMPLOYES ASK CONFERENCE 


Would Meet Executives to Deal 
With Wages and Rules-—Cen- 
tral Resents Warfield’s Action.

WASHINGTON, March $1.—President 
Harding was in conference more than 
two hours on the railroad crisis today 
with Chairman Barton of the Railroad 
Labor Board and Chairman Clark of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, and 
it was. inferred from this conference 
that he would make the railroad sttua- 
tion the subject of an address to the 
special session. of Congress. The con- 
ference may also result in more direct 
action to. bring relief. 

Developments before the . Railroad 
Labor Board have not been of a nature 
to promise an early agreement between 
the executives and employes. (Com- 
plaints by individual roads which have 
been set before the board seem likely 
to involve long and disastrous delay be- 
fore important decisions on wage reduc- 
tions and working conditions are possi- 
ble. 

This point was’ emphasized tonight by 
the telegram sent to President Harding 
by railroad employes at Chicago asking 
him to call a conference of executives 
and labor unions to settle problems of 
wages and rules. The employes are 
anxious to obtain such a conference on 
national lines, as by éntering it, the 
ratiroads would, in a sense, recognize 
the principle of collective bargaining 
and be defeated in their purpose,of set- 
tling each case individually. » 

A request was made by employes to 
the Railroad Labor. Board that it recom- 
mend a similar meeting of employers 
and employes. The executives have re- 
fused to enter such a conference. In- 
ability to get together has been one of 
the handicaps to agreement between 
executives and workers. 

It is understood that the President does 
not intend to go over the heads of the 
Railroad Labor Board or Interstate 
Commerce Commission and order any 
line of action, but this does not preclude 
him from making a statement of his 
beliefs to the public or to Congress, 

Chairman Barton indicated, after his 
conference with the President, that no 
definite decision had been made. He 
laid before the President all the facts 
concerning ‘the chances of the Labor 
Board being able to reach decisions in 
time to prevent a serious breakdown of 
transportation. 

Chairman Clark, it is said, took the 
position that railroad rates could not be 
reduced while operation costs, including 
wages, were at the present high - level. 
It was agreed that rates should be re- 
duced to stimulate traffic, but there 
seems little chance of this, while wages 
stay up. 

All the information about today’s con- 
ference did not do much to indicate the 
course which the Administration intends 
to pursue. There are those who believe 
that the outcome will be a readjustment 
of rates; wages and working conditions 
which will tide over the critical situa- 
tion. 

Think Men Might Accept Cut. 

That the employes will accept a rea- 
sonable reduction in wages and the end- 
ing of apparent inconsistencies caused 
by the national agreements if principles 
of collective bargaining, for which they 
are fighting, are recognized, is the view 
expressed in some quarters. Most of the 
railroad employes have no desire for a 
strike if they are not asked to sacrifice 
too much. And wages. were increased so 
much during the war that some feel that 
cuts averaging 12 to 15 per cent. would 
not cause disastrous strikes. 

One official expressed the opinion that, 
unless a sclution was reached, several 
railroads would go into the hands of 
receivers by early July. It was -his 
opinion that receiverships would in ‘a 
sense. mean Government control and 
direction. , 

By some the opinion is held that the 
only way to keep the railroads out. of 
the hands of receivers is to be found in 
wage readjustments. It was hoped that 
increased business in the Spring would 
go far to put the railroads on their 
feet, but this has not proven to be the 
case. Instead the financial plight of 
carriers appears to get worse.

In the opinion of authoritative circles 
here the chief immediate danger threat- 
ening Germany is that an Austrian mil- 
itaristic and monarchistic régime in 
Hungary will mean an effort to recon- 
quer other former Hapsburg territories. 

In the first place, it is certain that the 
Bavarian monarchists will not stay 
passive spectators of such a campaign 
and will themselves enter into competi- 
tion for booty. There is a current say- 
ing, half jestful, that Bavaria would 
long ago have tried a monarchist coup 
if. the monarchists had been able to 
unite on the question of a Hapsburg or 
a Wittelsbach. 

Prince Rupprecht’s supporters lately 
have beca very active, and it is they 
who are the real soul of the opposition 
to disarmament.

Assuming an initial success, their fur- 
ther scheme of operations is fully pre- 
pared.

With such appalling possibilities in- 
volved, it may be understood that Hun- 
garian events are being watched with 
apprehension here. 

There is one satisfactory point. , I un-

SYLT, RED LEADER, KILLED 


Most Popular Communist Agitator 
Shot While Attempting to Es- 
cape From His Captors.

BERLIN, March 31.—Although the 
communist revolt is rapidly calming 
down everywhere, explosions, or at least 
attempts to blow up public buildings, 
factories and banks, are continuing to 
harass the populace. Last night ex- 
plosives ready for detonation were 
found near several bridges in Berlin, 
which were evidently to be destroyed 
in order to create a centre for the 
spread of the communist revolt in the 
German capital. In each case the ex- 
plosives were discovered before any 
harm had been done. Similar reports 
come from widely separated localities, 
confirming the suspicion of the police 
that all these crimes are directed by 
some central organization, the where- 
abouts of which are as yet undiscovered. 

The examination of the prisoners ar- 
rested for an attempt to blow up, the 
Victory Column elicited no clue to the 
identity of the chief conspirators. The 
ten prisoners are criminals of the ordi- 
nary type, who confessed that they had 
been hired by an unknown person, who 
paid them a large sum: down and 
promised them more after the success of 
the job. The mysterious stranger, how- 
ever, has not been seen since. en 
asked whether this man appeared to be 
an American or another foreigner the 
prisoners could give no satisfactory re- 
ply. Indeed, they seemed extraordinarily 
stupid and were perhaps for that reason 
selected for the crime. , 

One or two similar ‘arrests made since 
confirm the opinion that the men em- 
ployed in the outrages were mére crimi- 
nals without communist or other politi- 
é¢al convictions, which explains the re- 
vival of the suspicion first entertained 
by the police that perhaps they were 
hired by  ultra-reactionary hotheads 
for the purpose of initiating a counter- 


revolution. : 

The Berlin communist chieftain, 
Wilhelm Sylt, who gave the police a 
great deal of trouble by trying to in- 
duce the Berlin laborers to join the 
general strike and was therefore ar- 
rested yesterday, met his death today 
while attempting to escape. He was 
about to be taken to Police Headquar- 
ters to be examined when in the cor- 
ridors of this extensive building he 
broke from his guards and ran down- 
stairs. A bullet fired after him passed 
through his back and heart, killing him 
instantly. Doubtless the communists 
will seize the opportunity to make Sylt 
a martyr whose blood must be avenged. 
During the war Sylt managed to shirk 
frontier service by supplying. his em- 
pioyers and authorities: with informa, 
tion regarding other ‘men employed in 
a large factory. Despite these well- 
known facts, he .waxed popular with 
the adherents.of the Extreme Left, 
and soon after the death of Karl 
Liebknecht and .Rosa Juxemburg he 
became the most popular and un- 
scrupulous leader of the communists.

PARIS, March 31.—Despite optimistic 
statements from Berlin, it is evident that 
labor agitation is increasing in Ger- 
many. (Confidential advices which I 
have just received from Diisseldorf in- 
dicate a high degree of tension through- 
out the Ruhr Basin, where frequent 
clashes ‘are reported between workers 
and the “‘ green police ’’ outside the oc- 
cupied area—notably at Barmen, Gavels- 
berg and Essen—which is now almost en- 
tirely under a state of siege. 

No disturbances have yet occurred in 
the occupied territory, where, as em- 
phasized in previous dispatches, even 
the most radical of the labor leaders 
are determined to avoid a clash with 
allied soldiers, but I'am informed that 
the number of strikers in the northern 
zone, between Dasherg and Hamborn, is 
now very great. 

Official . and. semi-official dispatches 
from Germany lay stress upon the fact 
that both the Moderate and Independent 
Socialists are opposed to. the radical 
agitation and are doing thelr utmost 
to restrain their followers from strik- 
ing. This is undoubtedly true, and it 
maybe said, moreover, that fully 9¢ 
per cent. of these parties would prefer 
to continue work quietly. 

But the combined effects of German 
Nationalist propaganda and of the new 
allied occupation nave produced a high 
degree of nervousness amcng the work- 
ing masses of Western Germany, and 
it is hard to foresee what will be the 
effect on this state of mind of: the 
ruthless policy of the Russian Bolsheviki 
how being carried out by the German 
communists, who hold that ‘* there is no 


labor propaganda like dead workmen on 
the pavement.”’ 


Til-judged Action of Police 


One instance will show just how this 
policy works. On Tuesday last the 
communists issued an appeal to strike to 
500 workmen employed at a nail factory 
between Essen and Mulheim. Although 
nine-tenths of the workmen were op- 
posed to the strike, radical agitators 
posted at the gates of the factory man- 
a@ged to bring about a discussion which 
lasted nearly an hour past the usual 
time to. begin work. At this point a 
squad of greén police, irritated -by the 
violent speeches of the extremists, and 
perhaps believing that the sympathy of 
thé majority was with them, tried to ar- |] 
rest the agitators. The latter resisted, 
and in the clash that followed two com- 
munists were killed and four wounded. 
One policernan wus badly wounded and 
several others injured. Unfortunately 
two inoffensive workmen in the crowd 
were also hit by the bullets of the po- 
lice, and others suffered minor in urtes. 

Tne regult wes that not only did the 
whole crowd immediately decided to 
strike, but that their influence during 
the lunch hour brought 8,000 workers in 
adjoining factories. So trouble’ spreads 
like fire across the prairies. 


Danger of Food Shortage. 


A worse danger is ga possible food 
shortage. The radicals are trying to ex- 
ploit this everywhere by destroying 
bridges and interfering with rsil traffic, 
for they know that fear of nunger Is a 
potent wegpon in exasperating the spirit 
of the labor population. Even when 
working full time, Rhineland labor has 
but a small margin between food and 
wages.

In the former the indus- 
trial depression has caused widespread 
unemployment, and there are many 
signs that Belgian labor is preparing to 
contest the employers’ argument that 
mines, factoriés and furnaces must be 
closed because they can no longer be 
run at a profit.

Churchill Tells Arabs That Balfour 
Declaration Must Stand.

LONDON, March 31.—Further details 
of Winston Churchill's visit to Jerusalem 
have been received by the Jewish Cor- 

respondence Bureau. 

Churchill has received a delegation of 
the Arab Congress, which was held some 
time ago in Haifa. The delegation asked 
for the withdrawal of the Balfour decla- 
ration. Churchill declared emphatically. 
that the Government was determined to 
keep to the Balfour declaration in both 
its parts, namely, the establishment of 
a Jewish national home and the protec- 
tion of the non-Jewish population. 


Afterward Churchill received a Jewish 
delegation representing the Wand- 
haleumi (council appointed by the Jew- 
ish elected Assembly of Palestine), the 
Zionist Commission and the Supreme 
Rabbinate, he concluded by saying that 
British taxpayers could not bear the ex- 
pense of the establishment of the Jewish 
national home and that Jews must there- 
fore make greater efforts to obtain the 
necessary funds.

BATTLE RAGES FIVE HOURS 


Two Machine Guns. Are Seized in. 
Raid on Republican Arsenal 
in, Dublin.

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CORK, March-31.—Ross Carbery police 
barracks, West Cork, were blown up this 
morning, and it is reported here, though 
not officially confirmed, that six police- 
‘men were killed and twelve wounded, 
while two are said to be missing. Ex- 
plosives blew in the wall of the barracks 
and gave no chance \to the garrison to 
defend themselves. ‘The noise of the eX- 
plosion was heard at Baltimore, thirty 
miles away. : 

Through the hole in the wall bombs 
were thrown incessantly, their detona- 
tions mingling with the fierce rifle fire 
which the investing force: maintained 
and to which the garrison as fiercely 
replied, despite their exposed situation. 
To add to their difficulty fire broke out 
and soon the burning ruins became un- 
tenable. 

Some of. the police jumped from shat- 
tered windows. Others, it is feared, are 
buried beneath the debris. Those who 
escaped from the flames were still in- 
closed within the barbed wire defenses 
and they lay down and emptied their 
pouches at the attackers, whose fire 
never slackened. The action began at 
9 o’clock ‘and continued for five hours, 
when all the garrison who were able 
leaped from the upper windows. 

It was from Ahe upp floor that the 
police principally replied to the at- 
tackers, and when they evacuated the 
flaming building they left all their arms 
and ammunition behind, so that it 
should not fall into the hands of the 
rebels. Sergeant Shea and Constable 
Bales were. killed when the front of the 
barracks was demolished by a bomb, 
and it has been impossible to recover 
their bodies up to the present, as a 
store of hand grenades kept in the bar- 
racks is still detonating at intervals 
among the ruins. The remainder of the 
garrison are all accounted for. 

The news of what occurred was 
brought to Clonakilty by two constables 
who escaped from the demolished build- 
ing and made their way across the coun- 
try to the Cloankilty barracks, a dis- 
tance of eight miles. Police and*military 
were at once dispatched to the scene of 
the attack, but owing to the destruction 
of bridges and the- roads having been 
made impassable for lorries and motors, 
the reinforcements had to cover the dis- 
tance “on foot; their heavy. equipment. 
which included machine guns, made 
their progress slow and ve the rebels 


time to clear the barracks of its equip- 
ment and retire to the hills.

‘““We have been able for a time to sto 
the revolt, thanks to the wonderful ef- 
forts: of communist detachments and the 
Red: military schools, but the situation 
remains so difficult. that unless we make 
prodigious. efforts power may_. be 
snatehed from us and the hour of-death 
Bound for us all. 

“The insurgents are well armed, and, 
thanks to the support of the peasants, 
they are well fed. The insurrection is 
going on in Petrograd and Moscow at 
the same time as at.

peared recently before Justice Tompkins.

Some Cases Entirely False. 


Miller obtained a large number of di- 
vorces, apparently, by manipulating his 
reliable veterans in the witness box, 
but some time within the last two years 
he is alleged to have invented a variety 
of short cuts. The details of four cases 
illustrating Miller’s .mature methods 
were made public yesterday by District 
Attorney Davis. ' 

In some cases, according to Mr. Davis, 
Miller manufactured a fraudulent sum- 
mons and complaint, forged the names 
of the complainant, e witness, the 
notary and the process server. He man- 
ufactured the stenographers’ record of 
the trial which never took place. Then 
he fabricated the trial Justice’s findings 
and conclusions and signed the Justice's 
name or initials. Then he issued the 
interlocutory .decree and appended the 
Justice’s signature. ; 

th this portfolio of home-made docu- 
ments he would. go to the County Clerk’s 
office in Westchester County—and some- 
times. probably in other counties—and 
procure their filing. He then allowed 
the records to incubate for three months, 
fhe period which must elapse before the 
nterlocutory decree becomes @ final de- 
cree. 

At the expiration of three months 
Miller would file an affidavit that noth- 
ing had intervened to prevent the issu- 
ance of the final decree.

divorce actions, and we had been in- 
formed that he was admitted to the 
bar in Vermont and Indiana.”’

SALES: TAX EDUCATION, — 

The Tax League of America has 
been formed ‘for the purpose of con- 
ducting. a campaign of education in 
‘behalf of the sales tax, Education re- 
garding its principle is less necessary 
than regarding its details. ‘What is 
needed: now is the proposal of a defi- 
hite bill for the purpose of its better- 
ment through examination and cfiti, 
clam. It ought not to be overlooked

that we already have the worst sort 


of @ales tax and that its authors are 
leading opponents of the plan to sub- 


jetitute a géneral, better sales tax for 


theirs—discriminatory, uncertain, un- 
) Productive and easy to evade as it is. 
These adjectives are mostly those 
used by the Secretary of the Treasury 
in urging amendments which afford 
good examples of what to avoid in 
the new sales tax. He names for fe- 
peal Section 630, taxing sales. of 
fountain drinks, ice cream, and sim- 
War articles of food and drink. There 
ean be few buyers of those articles 
‘who have not doubted whether the 
tax was fully paid or always received 
by the Treasury. The methods are so 
slipshod that the sellers cannot know 
whether or not the buyers ought to 
pay, and therefore cannot know what 
they ought to pay to the Treasury. 
The proposers of the general sales 
tax have foreseen this difficulty and 
have provided for a system of’ li- 
censes to enforce a system of account- 
ing. which should assure the Treasury 
of receipt of its dues. The unpopu- 
larity of the existing sales tax is due 
to its faults, and its authors are pro- 
posing to amend it in an approach to 
the general sales tax by enlarging 
‘the classes of articles taxed. It is 
better to go the whole way and enact 
& sales tax to include everything ex- 
cept transfers of capital and assets, 
such as ‘sales of real estate and 
securities. They are not consumable 


consumer of them does not arise. If 
cOfisumable goods are. sold sevéral 
times, there is no sufficient reason not 
to tax each sale, for the tax is so mod- 
erate that its cumulation: will not be 
burdensome, and therefore the re- 
striction of sales for the sake of eva- 
sion of the ‘tax is little to be feared.

GENERAL GOMEZ’S PROPOSAL. 

General HNoch H: Crowpsr was 
sent to Cuba: to make a study of a 
contested national election and to re- 
port his conclusions to the Govern- 
ment at Washington. By-elections 
were recently held in some of. the 
provinces, with the result that Dr. 
Zayas, the Coalition candidate for 
President, was declared elected. Gen- 
eral Jos# Micurt Gomez, the defeated 
Liberal, has come to Washington to 
Propose to the State Department a 
Provisional Government for. Cuba 
pending a new election. It might be 
headed bya Cuban, he suggests, with 
or without military intervention. But 
he would give his sanction to military 
intervention. 

This is the same General GomEez 
who protested the second election. of 


|) EXstRapa Patma and supported 4 revo- 


lutionary movement begun by Pino 
Guerra in August, 1906; the same 
General Gomez who took the field in 
1917, proclaiming that Minocat had 
been. re-elected. by fraud. and. intimi- 
dation. The Géneral was captured in 
battle, but the extreme penalty . for 
tuking up arms against the Govern- 
ment was not imposed. For a brief 
time Gomez suffered a comfortable 
restriction of his liberty and theh was 
turned loose, an expression Warranted 
in his casé, as he had always been 
politically dangerous. The revolution 
of 1006 brought intervention under the 
Platt amendment and the Cuban Con- 
stitution. As a result of the second 


American becupation General Gomez. 


was elected President on the Liberal 
ticket and served four years. The 
General would, of coursé, be the Lib- 
eral candidate for. President in the 
event of the new election which he 
Proposes to the State Department; and 
if it is true that the Menocal Admin- 
istfation has practiced fraud and in- 
timidation in the interests of Dr. 
Yavas, the Coalition candidate, there 
would probably be another Presiden- 
tial . term for. the chief of the 
Miguelistas. ‘The General would ex- 
pect history to repéat itself, ‘* The 
real cause of the present disttifbance,” 
said President MendcaL during the 
revolution of. 1917, ‘‘ is the unbridled 
ambition: of Jo&# Micur. Gomez.” 

In thé.recent by-élections the Lib- 
erals, by their leader’s advice, re 
rained away from the polls. So they 
did in many- places in 1905, and per- 
haps With justification, fot at that 
time primary frauds wére proved 
against the Administration Party 
known as the Moderates. EXSTRADA 
PALMA personally was respectable and 
well-meaning, but “-he was too unso-

Under similar con- 
ditions» the money power once before 
curbed the city’s money spenders by 
requiring that it should adopt the 
bankers’ plan of pay-as-you-go. The 
emergency having passed, the city of- 
ficials relapsed into the oye practices, 1 _ 
and even made a virtue of it: Worse 
yet, the City Administration boasted 
its readiness and ability to take over. 
the traction. companies whose em- 
barrassment on a great scalé is due to 
the city’s policy toward them. Some 
organs of opinion are boasting that the 
next election will turn. upon what 
Amounts to a policy of reducing trac- 
tion fares by including some portion 
of them in the budget loaded upon the 
taxpayers. The current budget con- 
tains $9,250,000 for that purpose. An 
explicit statement recites that the 
money is necessary because the nickel 
fares do not provide it, andthe city is ‘|’ 
responsible for it.

The holders of the city’s 
outstanding ‘bonds are satisfiel with 
their present holdings, and are not so 
éager to'add to them as when the city 
was more. conseryatively financed, 
When 6 péf cént. and exemption from 
taxation fails to attract capital it is 
time for all borrowers, including even 
the best, to stop, look and listen. 
There is not the least impttation on 
the city’s credit so long as the red 
light is not overrun. But the budget 
cannot be further increased for any 
purposé, andthe floating debt must 
not besenlarged.

HOREMANS RECORD DENIED. 


His 511-7 Average Will Not Dis- 
place Ives’s Mark, Says Miller. 


Edouard Horemans’s average of 51 1-7, 
made in Tuesday afternoon’s block of 
his 18.1 balKline match with Albert Cut- 
ler, will not displace the 31144 world’s 
record of the late Frank.Ives, accord- 
ing to a formal ruling made yesterday 
by Charles P. Miller, Vice President of 
the Brunstwick-Balke-Collender Com- 
pany and a recognized authority on bil- 
liard matters. oremans’s average, ac- 
cording to Mr. Miller, is the largest 
ever made in a single session of 18.1 
balkline, and is comparable with other 
single blocks of matches, but not with 
Ives’s mark, which was made in a single 
game of a tournament. F 

Along with this high average Hore- 
mans also twice excelled the previous 
best records for high run. He first set 
the high mark at 150 on Tuesday night 
and thén raised it to 167., 

Mr. Miller’s formal ruling follows: 

‘* At each style of balkline there have 
been only three standard kinds of rec- 
ords: (1) High run; (2) high average 
for a match or single tournament game, 
and (8) high grand average for an en- 
tire tournament. 

‘‘The fourth possible record is for 
average in a single block of a continued 
match. Such an average cannot be 
compared, however, with an average for 
a single game of a tournament, for a 
block of a continued match is only a 
part of something. It does not begin 
with the ‘spot shot,’ which is a con- 
stant, but with the shot left over from 
the preceding block, which is a variable 
and may be very easy or very hard. 
Also, at) the end of a block there is not 
the strain and safety that may come at 
the finish of a contest, even though the 
contest “be a single game of a tourna- 
ment. 

‘* Accordingly, performances made in 
single blocks of continued matches count 
only as what they are and are com- 
parable only with other single blocks of 
matches. Therefore, of course, they do 
not displace records made in a tourna- 
ment game or a _ one-session match 
game. ™ 

“The average made by Mr. Horemans 
in a block of his handicap match with 
Mr. Cutler happens to be larger than 
that made by the late Frank Ives in a 
single tournament game and, conse- | 
quently, is the largest ever made in any 
single session of 18.1 balkline if we do 
not consider the circumstances. It 
stands separately, however, from the 
record of Mr. Ives for a tournament 
game which, of course, remains the 
record for such a contest.’’ 

The match with Cutler ended the sea- 
son’s actual competition for Horemans, 
according to an announcement of his 
plans yesterday. :

The high cost of racing ts going to

The same schédule will be in effect at 
Belmont Park at the meeting which 
follows that of Jamaica, but it has not 
been decided yet whether it will prevail 
at the other metropolitan tracks.

FRANK C. BANCROFT DIES. 


Former ’Business Manager of the 
Reds Was Widely Known. 


CINCINNATI, March 31.—Frank C. 
Bancroft, for many years business man- 
ager of the Cincinnati Baseball Club, 
died at a hospital here at midnight. He 
had been {fll for several months of 
neuritis. He was 75 years of age. 


Frank Bancroft, more familiarly 
known to his many baseball! associates 
as Banny, was born in Lancaster, 
Mass., May 9, 1846. He was a drummer 


boy during the Civil War and later en- 
gaged in the hotel business. Through 
riends made in this business he became 
interested in baseball and in 1887 was 
made manager of the New Bedford, 
Mass., team. 

When he gave up his position as secre- 
tary of the Cincinnati Reds last season 
he was the oldest man associated with 
the game. For many years he had been 
a picturesque figure in baseball and was 
not only known throughout the country, 
but enjoyed an unusually large ac- 
quaintanceé among men in the game. 
Haying a very likable personality Ban- 
croft made friends wherever he went 
and it was this faculty that helped to 
make him so successful in his field. It 
was frequently said of Banny that he 
had known every hotel Propetetor in the 
conntry since the days of the Civil War. 
He at least knew a great many of them, 
for he was the pioneer of the barn- 
storming trips of baseball and took the 
first American team to Cuba, where he 
introduced the pastime that has since 
become so popular there.

Officials of the United Brotherhood 
who disclosed their project last night 
said the new organization would be 
known as the New York Railroad Dis- 
trict Cound¢il. 

Nothing was said about amalgamated,

Watch. Firemen Smother 
$10,000 Blaze. 


One of the three ‘‘ sky. ’ fires in the 
history of this city of skyscrapers did 
$10,000. damage on the thirty-first’ floor 
of the Equitable Building, 120 Broad- 
way, early yesterday morning and 
jammed Broadway with a throng of 
curious persons who wondered if there 
was any possibility of a second Equita- 
ble disaster.. Long after they \saw that 
there wasn't, they struggled against 
lines of police reserves to watch smoke 
pouring: from windows more than 300 
feet above the street. 

The fire started in a storeroom of the 
suite occupied by Merrill, Lynch & Co., 
bankers. Daniel Sullivan, a building 
employe, discovered smoke pouring from 
the storeroom, which was crammed with 
furniture and office equipment. Sulli- 
van notified Frank Quayle, an ex-fire 
Captain, who is chief of the Equitable’s 
fire forces. Quayle sent in an automatic 
alarm which brought four engine and 
truck companies under Battalion Chief 
James J. Walsh. 

The firemen could not fight their way 
through. to the storeroom and climbed 
out of a window of the auditing depart- 
ment. Then they inched their way along 
a stone coping while the crowds below 
gazed. Shouting a warning to all ‘to 
stand clear, they smashed the windows 
of the storeroom and were inside while 
the glass was still tinkling to the 
street.

threaten to continue their obstructive 
tactics, say Where they would have 
centred authority, how they would at- 
tempt to remedy conditions daily be- 
coming more intollerable.

in rate cases. As you say, the question 
b one to be decided upon business prin- 
ples by men of pecewent. 

‘The consideration to security holders 
for the concessions required of them will 
be a security with an assured fair re- 
turn in place of one with uncertain or 
no return. . Necessarily, therefore, the 
rate. of fare will be an important ele- 
ment of ys & settlement and cannot be 
determined in advance thereof, certain- 
ly not in advance of the deposit by the 
companies of the necessary consents to 
clothe the. commission with ample 
power to put into effect whatever plan 
may be determined upon. / 

“The task before the commission is 
not an easy one. I feel confident that 
it can be done, if approached with res- 
olution, courage and the determination 
to do exact justice. There must be no 
such haggling over terms as has at- 
tended prior negotiations. The commis- 
sion must first decide what is just anu 
dg! and then insist upon that, no more 
no less. 

**I believe conditions are ripe for a 
constructive work of monumental public 
importance. The satisfaction of doing 
such work will be the compensation for 
the sacrifice which those content to un- 
dertake it will have to make.”’ 

The Governor said he had reached no 
decision regarding appointments to the 
commission.

PASS THEATRE TICKET BILL. 


Assembly Expects Governor to Sign 
_ Amended Bill Fixing Rate.

‘ALBANY, March 31.—The Legislature 
started another attack on_ theatre 
‘“‘scalpers” today, when the Assembly 
passed the revised T. K. Smith bill, 
which is designed to prevent the sale of 
amusement tickets for more than 50 
cents above the box office prices. 

The measure was passed once and sent 
to the Governor, who vetoed it as un- 
constitutional. However, it has since 
been amended, and was again passed 
today. . 

The bill now permits printing on the 
reverse side of any amusement ticket of 
a contract prohibiting the sale of a 
ticket at a price in excess of 50 cents in 
advance of the price printed on the face. 
If this contract is not printed’ on the 
ticket the measure provides that a state- 
ment must be printed on it declaring 
that the ticket ma&y be sold by any one 
at any price. Violation would be a mis- 
demeanor. 

In this form it is expected to be passed 
by the Senate and approved by the Gov- 


LABOR ASSAILS CONGRESS. 


Federation Committee Declares Last 
Body ‘‘Most Reactionary” of All. 


WASHINGTON, March 81.—The last 
Congress was chafacterized as the 
“most reactionary of which the United 
States ever has been the victim” in a 
report by the legislative committee of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
made public today. 

“‘Tt was a do-nothing Congress, except 
so far as reactionary results were con- 
cerned,’’ the report said. ‘‘ The entire 

rogram followed was to prevent the 
vabeage of any remedial legislation.

THEATRE OWNERS REPLY 


Serve Notice of Statewide Campaign 
Against Measure — Censorship 
Considered in Connecticut.

ALBANY, March 31.—Governor Miller 
today, in the face of increasing oppost- 
tion by motion pictures interests, made 
clear that he is behind efforts to estab- 
lish a State censorship over the movies. 

Representatives of the motion picture 
industry have seen the Governor on the 
possibilities of the passage of the Lusk- 
Clayton bill, which would establish the 
censorship and on which a hearing is 
to be held next week. 

** I have seen a good many people both 
pro and con,’’ said: the Governor today, 
‘‘and the more I havé looked into it 
the more certain I am that there is a 
situation that requires treatment.’’ 

He was dsked if he is ‘‘ for an out and 
out censorship.’’ 

‘“*I don’t see any way to regulate it 
except by censorship,’’ he 
“That gets down to the personal equa- 
tion, and every problem gets there in 
the last analysis. The human element 
is a very large part of every problem, 
but I really see no other effective way 
to do it. Of course the word ‘ censor- 
ship ’ does not have:a good ring, but of 
course we have all sorts of censorship 
now. You cannot send lewd things 
through the mail. If A do you are 
liable to land in the Federal peniten- 


tiary. 

a You cannot publish obscene litera- 
ture. Then there is always the ques- 
tion ‘What is obscene?’ The question 
gets down* to. the personal equation, so 
there is nothing new or. startling about 
censorship, but of course it is possible 
when you suggest pomeeenlp ‘to indulge 
in great flights of oratory in behalf of 
liberty. Nobody intends to abridge the 
liberty, I am sure, of the press or of 
speech or of assemblage. ose three 
are fundamental things to be preserved. 
But liberty doesn’t mean license and 
there-is such a thing as maintaining de- 
cency. The moving picture people now 
say they will be good, but you have 
heard the old story. > 


Theatre Owners Make Changes. 


While the Governor was expressing his 
views, Sidney S. Cohen of New York, 
President of the Motion Picture Theatre 
Owners of. New York State, served no- 
tice of the initiation of a State-wide 
campaign to enlist the theatregoers 
against censorship. He charged spon- 
sors of the measure with being job- 
hunters ‘“‘ who are aspiring to be made 
paid dictators ‘and custodians of the 
public morals." 

Mr. Cohen declared that enactment of 
the. censorship bill would put hundreds 
of smaller movie theatres throughout 
the. State out of business. : 

‘‘The censorship of magazines and 
newspapers, vaudeville shows and road 
shows eventually follows the establish- 
ment of State censorship of motion pic- 
tures,’’ he said. 

“This proposition is but another ‘evi- 
dence of a very common disease in the 
body politic. That disease expresses 
itself in what is known as ‘ blue law.’ 

‘““No good ever came of censorship. 

It-is essentially iniquitous, and its re- 
sult. will be graft and dissatisfaction. 
What begins in bigotry flourishes ‘in 
hypocrisy. As a matter of. fact, the 
moving pictures can be depended on to 
purify themselves. The public will 
purify them. The people are sound. 
They are moral and decent, and any- 
thing that is consistently indecent will 
not be popular. 
' “We serve notice on all producers 
that we want clean and wholesome pic- 
tures and we do not want unclean or 
sensational exhibitions. We want the 
public to make the distinction between 
the producer and the theatre owner. We, 
the theatre owners, make no Co... 
they do. We oppose censorship on the 
ground of true Americanism.” 

Increased cost to the picture going 
public will result from censorship, Mr. 
Cohen contended. 


Connecticut Legislators Hear Arguments 


HARTFORD, Conn., March $1.—Bills 
requiring a consorship of moving picture 
films exhibited in theatres, but not af- 
fecting films used for educational, relig- 
ious or scientific information, were the 
subject of a hearing before the Legisla- 
tive Committee on the Judiciary this 
afternoon. Those who discussed the 
measures were less than half a dozen. 

There were two bills, one for a cen- 
sorship and the other requiring that 
theatre films,  ordinaril displayed, 
should have been endorsed by the cen- 
soring board of Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land or Massachusetts before being 
shown in this State.

GOVERNOR RESCUES 
MONEY ORDER BILL 


Suggests Changes in Cotillo 
Measure Just as Senate Is 
Ready to Kill It. 


FAVORS STATE REGULATION 


New Bill Will Provide Supervision 
of Ship and Express Companies 
Sending Funds Abroad. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 381.—Governor Miller 
took a hand today in the matter of pre- 
paring a bill to regulate the business of 
steamship and express companies trans- 
mitting money orders abroad for for- 
eign residents of New York, with the re- 
sult that the bill prepared by Senator 
Cotillo of New York will be amended to 
meet the suggestions made by the Gov- 
ernor. The Senator agreed to let his 
bill go over until next Tuesday. 

During the debate yesterday Senator 
Cotillo declared that a huge fund had 
been raised to defeat his bill; that he 
had been offered $50,000 by an-unknown 
person to drop the measure; that per- 
sonal threats had been made against 
him, and that Republican State Chair- 
man George Glynn had been openly lob- 
bying against his bill. _ 

Everything was ready in the Senate 
today for the Republican majority to 
ride roughshod over the Cotillo measure. 
Senator Lusk, majority leader, had 
called for a close of the House, and the 
bill was about to be voted upon when 
Senator Cotillo astonished the opposi- 
tion by requesting that action be de- 
ferred until next Tuesday. He explained 
that he had taken counsel with the 
Governor’s legal adviser, and that an- 
other bill was being prepared which he 
thought would meet with the full ap- 
proval of the opposition. 

‘“‘ Far beyond the personal pride I have 
in the proposed legislation to correct the 
great injustice that has been done to 
so many of our foreign population in 
New York of all nationalities,’’ said the 
Senator, ‘‘is the joy with which I am 
able to announce the solution which this 
new bill provides.’’ ; 

It developed that Senator Cotillo had 
had a conference with C. Tracey Stagg, 
the Governor’s counsel; Franklin . 
Lord, representing the Cunard Steam- 
ship Line, and James G. Milburn Jr., 
representing the American Express 
Company, and that the Governor was 
interested in his efforts to end the al- 
segoe abuses aimed at in the Senator’s 


Mr. Milburn and Mr. Lord suggested 
that the bill be amended to lodge super- 
vision over the companies complained 
of in the Controller's office.- 

Senator Cotillo objected to this and 
said he would renew his fight for the 
bill if urisdiction was ala left with the 
State Banking Department. 

The Senator then had a talk with the 
Governor, who assured him that he be- 
leved the State Banking Department 
and not the Controller's office should 
regulate the matter. 


Cunard Company Issues Statement. 


P. W. Whatmough, General Passenger 
Manager of the Cunard Steaniship Com- 
pany, made a statement yesterday in 
reference to the Cotillo bill to prohibit 
any corporation not subject to the bank- 
ing laws from receiving money for 
transmission, or transmitting it by draft 
or travelers’ check, in which he said: 

‘““The Cunard company is strongly in 
favoy of having steamship ticket agents 
under the control of State officers in re- 
spect to this remittance business, and 
this company has opposed Senator Cotil- 
lo’s bill because it does not accomplish 
that purpose. 

“That bill would prohibit any com- 
pany from doing this remittance busi- 
ness unless it was formed under or sub- 
ject to the State errs | law. A steam- 
ship company is not a banking concern 
and cannot be formed under the banking 
law; this business of transmitting 
money by draft or travelers’ check is- 
not banking business, and the laws of 
this State recognize this. The effect of 
Senator Cotillo’s’ bill, if adopted, would 
therefore be to exclude steamship com- 
panies from this business. 

‘‘The general business law of this 
State has provided for years that steam; 
ship ticket agents must obtain a license 
from the State Controller, and are sub- 
ject to revocation of license in case of 
fraud, misrepresentation, or failure to 
account for money. The obvious and 
logical course, ‘we think, is to require 
these ticket agents, who are already 
licensed and supervised by the Control- 
ler in their ticket selling business, to 
be also supervised by him in respect to 
any of this remittance. business they 
do.’’ 


Last New Haven Wage Conference. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 31.—The 
last of a series of conferences on wage 
reductions was held here today when 
spokesmen for stationary engineers and

BUILDING T0-STOP 
IN MASSACHUSETTS 


Statewide Cessation of Work. 
Expected Today as Result 
of Wage Cuts. 


EMPLOYERS STANDING FIRM 


Union Leaders Declare Reduction 
Will Force a Lockout Rather 
Than an Actual Strike. 


BOSTON, March 31.—A. widespread 
cessation of work. tomorrow’ in the 
building trades in this State was indi- 
cated tonight. From Lawrence, Worces- 
ter, Springfield, Holyoke and Woburn 
came reports forecasting’ walkouts by 
approximately 12,00 workers, in addi- 
tion to the 16,000 who have been. in- 
.volved in a deadlock between employers 
and unions here for ten weeks. In 
Lynn, Brockton, Haverhill and _ else- 
where local conditions will set ahead to 
May-1 the day of crisis in the contro- 
versy. : 

The question is one of wages. In. 
most of these cities the building trades 
employers have announced a wage cut 
of 20 per cent., with minor modifica- 
tions of working agreements that ex- 
pired today. The unions in some cases 
have declared the measure constitutes a 
lockout; in others they have taken strike 
action, and in all a cessation of opera- 
tions is indicated. * 

Locally, the deadlock is .expected to 
hold at least until the Building Trades 
Council acts on the latest proposition 
for arbitration advanced by the State 
Board of Conciliation and Arbitration. 
The employers have agreed to the plan, 
which provides for resumption of work 
at the old wage of $1 an hour pending a 
final settlement. This feature of the 
plan is said to be agreeable to the work- 


ers, but they object to submitjing all 
details“of working agreements to arbi- 


tration. 

The Building Trades Bmployers’ As- 
sociation issued today a circu letter 
to members notifying them ‘‘ that no 
workmen are to be engaged in. any 
‘trade at any higher rate of wages than 
90 cents an hour.’’ ! 


Blames High Material Costs. 


Responsibility for stagnation in build- 
ing in this city was charged to high 
costs of building material, inefficiency 
of labor and labor waste due to union 
working: rules and conditions, in the re- 
port ofa special committee of the Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce issued today. 
, The committee declares its opinion that 
‘‘in many cases building materials are 
being held at their price levels in antici- 
pation o§ a demand in the Spring. 

‘It is extremely doubtful if there is 
any tendency toward permanent defla- 
tion in building material prices, or that 
the downward price movement is to be 
——~ continued. It is possible that an 
active building campaign in 1921 may 
cause a rise in prices. early in the 
Spring, but the great demand which 
‘some material men look for this Spring 
may fall short of expectations, because 
the deadening influence of a business 
depression is so eat that any large 
bu cs A program in 1921 seems hardly 
probable. 

As an example bearing on the question 
of artificial price fixing, the committee 
referred to a printed card sent to the 
trade by a Boston firm on Jan. 11, an- 
nouncing stabilization of prices for white 
lead until July 1, and said there were 
in evidence certain .price lists called 
“‘current retail prices of lumber, mer- 
cantable spruce,’ ms 4 serge issued at 
frequent intervals without any marks of 
identification as to their source or place 
of origin. 


Higher Prices Than in New York. 


“The prices of building materials ani 
equipment in Boston are as high in most 
cases, and in some cases higher, than in 
the City of New York, where legislative 
investigation has resulted in disclosures 
leading to criminal indictments for il- 
legal combinations and price-fixing and 
the entry of pleas of guilty by the de- 
Lonnie in several. instances,’’ says the 
report. 

“The average hourly rate of wages in 
fifteen occupations of the building 
trades,’’ says the report, ‘‘ was $0.968 1 
1920, as compared with $0.50 in 1914, 
showing an increase of 93.2 per cent. dur- 
ing the six-year period: It appears that 
the local building trades union e 
rates during the past six-year period 
have increased in about the same pro- 
portion as the cost of living.” 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 31.— 
Building trades workmen employed on 
two jarge jobs, the construetion of a 
néw building for the. United States En- 
velope Company and additions to the 
Dwight Manufacturing Co in 
Chicopee, stood firm today in their an- 
nounced decision to quit work tomorrow 
morning if the Vegper Ranger Construc- 
tion Gompeny. a Holyoke concern, per- 
sists in putting into effect a reduction 
of wages of 15 cents an hour, an- 
nounced yesterday.

FREIGHT RATES A BURDEN 


Add to Danger From Foreign Com-| 


pefition, Against Which New 
Tariff. Laws ‘Must Govern, 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, March 31.—All agri- 
cultural products, should at once receive 
adequate protection agatnst foreign 
competition by tariff legislation or 
other means, Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace declared today. He added that 
@ policy which would force farmers and 
Cattle raisers to redlice production would 
lead to an era of high prices in the 
future. : 

Mr. Wallace said he believed it would 
be a great mistake to frame tariff legis- 
lation which would permit manufactur- 
ers to send ships loaded with their prod- 
ucts to foreign lands and have them re- 
turn with foodstuffs and other agricul- 
tural products which could be marketed 
here at a price lower than they could 
be produced in America. 

Another point made by Mr. Wallace 
was that tariff rates for the protection 
of agriculturists must be sufficient to 
cover the added cost of production and 
marketing due to the increased freight 
rates. He cited a number of agricul- 
tural products where, he said, the 
freight rates had erected a prohibitive 
barrier to successful economic produc- 
tion. 

‘‘ During the next six months,’ said 
Mr. Wallace, ‘‘ we shall either. con- 
sciously or unconsciously lay the foun- 
dation for a national policy. What we 
do during this period is very likely to 
determine in a large way whether we 
shall. make of ourselves a ‘ self-sustain- 
ing, independent, self-reliant nation ag- 
riculturally, industrially ‘and political- 
ly,’ as President Harding expressed it 
in one of his speeches, or ‘ whether we 
shall continue to exploit our agricul- 
tural resources for the benefit of our 
industrial and commercial life.’ 

‘* Present troubles are greatly aggra- 
vated by unprecedented conditions both 
at home and abroad. Nations which 
used to buy most of our surplus, paying 
us in goods which did not seriously 
interfere with our ©wn enterprises, are 
in bad condition financially. They owe 
huge sums of money to us'and to their 
own people. They need all the money 
they can raise to rebuild their own in- 
dustries. They .are _making desperate 
efforts to grow their own food, conse- 
quently they are buying as little as 
possible from us and are trying to sell 
as much as possible. They want to 
send us goods to meet their payments 
of interest and principal and to pay for 
what they now buy. They must follow 
this policy; their salvation depends upon 
it. They will compete with our indus- 
tries both in our own markets and in 
other markets which can use the sort 
of, goods they produce. 

** Our own manufacturers see the dan- 
ger to them in this situation. They see 
competition becoming more and more se- 
vere. Naturally and properly they are 
laying plans to meet it in every way they 
can, ‘The want a tariff which will give 
them protection against heey 
goods. They want to cheapen own 
cost of production in every way possible 
and, therefore, are anxious to keep. down 
the price of food products and raw ma- 
terials. Further’ than that, our own 
manufacturers will be wanting to ex- 
tend their forei, markets as far as 
possible, especially during this period 
of financial stress at home. If they can. 
send shiploads of their manufactured 
goods to the great food producing coun- 
tries to the south of us and bring back 
these ships loaded with food products 
produced on cheap land and with the 
cheapest of labor, that would seem to 

em to be good business. 

“But if we look at the interests of 
the nation as a whole and, indeed, 1! 
we take the long view of the future wel- 
fare of our great industrial and manu- 
facturing regions, such a policy will be 
very bad, indeed. What we t gain 
through temporary enlargement of our 
foreign markets’ for manufactured goon 
will be lost, and much more wi it 
through the lessened bayieg power of 
our own producing population. 

“Take the case of the farmer at the 

resent time. Last year he produced 
arge crops of all kinds at the highest 
cost ever known. The fading away of 
the foreign outlet for his surplus, to- 

ether with other causes, has resulted 
n a decrease in the price of the farm- 
ers’ products until many of them are 
row selling for less than half the actual 
cost of production. 

“Take the case of wool, which fur- 
nishes the most easily. understood jllus- 
tration. We now have stored up enough 
wool to last us a year and a half or 
possibly two years. The prices for wool 
are far below cost of production. Not- 
withstanding this, huge 
foreign wool still are being brought in 
and added to our surplus, simply be- 
cause we have the money to pay. Some 
of it is passing through to foreign coun- 
tries, stopping here just long noes to 
have our credit applied to it. a 
result, the sheep industry of the United 
States is facing ruin, and its tntimate 
connection with the banking and other 
enterprises of the-great range country 
means trouble all along the line. 

‘* We have not considered as we must 
the heavy additional burden imposed 
upon producers by the increased freight 
rates and the large increase in other 
marketing charges. These increased 
rates are a differential imposed upon 
our own producers and to the benefit of 
our foreign competitors. Take corn, for 
example The cars rate on corn 
from Omaha to Chicago is now 5.32 
cents greater than it was in 1918, an 
increase of 86 per cent., and from Chi- 
cago to New York the freight rate is 
almost 23 cents per bushel. The 
Argentine corn UY pAnte 9 ean lay his corn 
down on our stern coast for about 
a‘third of the shipping cost imposed 
pon our own Western corn growers. 
It is trye that imports have not been 
large, but every cargo of*Argentine corn 
which reaches our’ coast is used to de- 
press prices of our corn out of all pro- 
portion to the amount shipped in. 

‘* Practically all agricultural products 
should at once be given adequate pro- 
tection against foreign. competition. 
There is some talk of re-establishing the 
old import duties on farm products. In 
many cases those duties, if added, would 
not equal the extra cost of marketing. 
To any rates which may be levied now 
should be added an amount equal to the 
extra freight charges in getting products 
te the consuming centres. 

‘The sooner we get down to studying 
this whole national situation, the better 
it is going to be for all of us. It 
even more impo t to the industri 
sections that our agriculture be put on 
a thoroughly sound foundation than it 
is to the farmer themselves.’’

LONDON, March 31.—A white paper 
has been issued giving the terms of two 
resolutions which Sir Robert Horne will 
move in the House of Commons next 
Tuesday for the purpose of giving ef- 
fect to the Government’s promise to in- 
troduce legislation for the ‘safeguard- 
ing of British industries’ from foreign 
competition.. These resolutions if passed 
will be included in this year’s finance 
act. 

The first resolution proposes that an 
import duty equal to 83 1-3 per cent. of 
the value of the articles shali be 
charged for a period of five years on the 
following:

Fitzpatrick and Foster, Steel Strike

KATONAH, N. Y., March 31.—Labor 
leaders and educationalists who state 
they are for a new social order met to- 
day in Brookwood School behind closed 
doors to plan the gounding of the first 
resident workers’ college in America. 

‘‘ The plans to be discussed,”’ said the 
official announcement of the conference, 
‘‘are based on four fundamental tenets: 

‘‘First—That a new social order is 
needed and is coming—in fact, that is 

already on the way. 

‘ Second—That education will not only 
hasten its coming, but will reduce to a 
minimum and perhaps do away éntirely 
with a@ resort to violent methods. 

‘ Third—That the workers are the ones 
who will usher tn this new order. 

urth—That there is immediate 
need for a workers’ college with a 
broad curriculum, a amid healthy 
country surroundings, where the stu- 
dents can complete y apply themselves 
to the task in hand.’ 

Among those who participated in the 
meeting were John Fitzpatrick, Presi-

It is possiblé that this 
recent movement in exchange on Europe 
will bulk larger as a sign of the times 
when it becomes possible to survey the 
period as a whole. 

It is quite true that since:the war thé 
foreign exchange market has been honey- 
combed with speculation ; also that there 
is wide range to imagination as to the 
actual value of the pound sterling at a 
given time on the foreign market when 
payment of sterling drafts in gold has 
been suspended. Nevertheless, the 


-] fluctuations of foreign exchange have in 


the long run fairly indicated develop- 
ments for better or worse in Buropean 
finance, and the remarkable fact about 
the past season’s rise is that it has oc- 
curred and has been maintained in face 
of a political situation in Hurope which 
appeared to be visibly growing worse. 
Usually, that apparent anomaly would 
mean that the economic situation was 
on the whole growing better. If this is 
contrary to general supposition, then 
so is the foreign exchange market, which 
on: some previous similar occasions has 
proved to be. right. 

Yesterday’s stock market merely re- 
peated the story of the day before, 
though pressure of professional sales 
was less violent and concentrated and 
there were more indications of re- 
purohases on the day’s declines. Gen- 
erally, however, the trend was down- 
ward and, despite a partial recovery 
from the lowest, net declines of 1 to 2 
points occurréd in a number of active 
shares. 

The day’s weakness in several com- 
modity markets attracted attention. In 
wheat, it brought the contracts for 
May delivery to the lowest point reached 
by that delivery (which coincides with 
the first distinct outlining of the new 
crop’s probable magnitude) since the 
middle of 1916 and to a lower price 
than was generally quoted in the early 
months of 1915. From now on, we shall 
hear more on the one hand of the rel- 
ative promise of. heme and foreign 
grain harvests and on the other hand of 
lower prices for farm labor and farm 
materials. 

The Bank of England again made no 
change in its 7 per cent. rediscount 
rate at the directors’ meeting yester- 
day. Our own market's interest in the 
matter arises largely from the fact tiat 
the reasons for the abnormally high 
London bank rate have been the same 
as for the equally high faite at the 
Federal Reserve. But no such action 
by the Bank of England was to be ex- 
pected when credit was in particular 
demand .in connection with the final 
tax payments and when loans in the 
open Lombard Street market were also 
commanding 7 per cent. As a matter 
of fact, the bank’s weekly return shows 
such heavy increase of loans and 
liabilities that the ratio of cash re- 
serve falls to 12% per cent., as against 
15 only a few weeks ago. 

Nevertheless, an interesting movement 
occurred yesterday in London’s open 
market money rates, evidently because 
the day marked the end of the taxpay- 
ing fiscal year. Short loans declined 
from the 7 per. cent. of the day before 
to 5% and 6. It naturally remains to be 
seen whether this is a genuine reflection 
of new conditions or merely expression 
of belief in a lower bank rate next 
week, now that the strain on the money 
market is over. As for the outcome of 
the British fiscal year, the latest cabled 
returns indicate a surplus of revenue 
over expenditures amounting approxi- 
mately to £200,000,000, as against an ex- 
cess of expenditure of £335,000,000 in the 
preceding fiscal year. These actual re- 
sults would compare with the surplus 
revenue of $888,000,000 estimated by the 
Treasury last December for our own 
fiscal year which ends next June—an 
estimate, however, which will hardly be 
fulfilled when the March instalment 
payment on the income and profits 
taxes has fallen more than $200,000,000 
under the same month of 1920.

today were on the basis of the March.

Western Canada a falling off 
in the demand from Minneapolis. mills 
was reflected by a decline of 5 cents. to 
around 13 cents over May for No.

op reports continue excellent, with 
a private estimate making.the condition 
of Winter wheat 94.2, against 76.5. last 
year, with practically no abandoned 
acreage.

Receive 
Conviction for Contempt. “ 
APOLOGY. SATISFIES McAVOY 


De Ford Says That, Though Court 
Has Been Placated, Justice Has 
Not Been Done Him. 


Sentence was suspended yesterday by 
Supreme Court Justice John V. McAvoy 
on Robert O. Scallan and William P. 
Beazell, reporters for The World, found 
guilty of contempt of court on Tuesday 
in corinection with the publication of an 
article on Feb. 26. Both men apologized 
and said they had had no intention of 
reflecting on the Court. 

Mr. Scallan took the entire blame for 
the publication of the article. His voice 
broke as he made his statement and he 
was-in tears when he sat down. 

James W. Barrett, acting city editor 
of The World, and Ruel P. Smith, night 
city editor, were found not guilty in the 
same cese last Tuesday. 

FoHowing the statements of the re- 


Deputy Attorney General William A. De 
Ford, Justice. McAvoy said: 

“The Court had in mind at the cutest 
of the proceedings and throughout the 
proceedings that the offense-here was 
one which merited a sentence to the 
County Prison and was not to be pla- 
cated by a fine. This determination, I 
am quite sure, was somewhat indicated 
throughout the proceedings, and I have 
no doubt was fomented, by the Court's 
indignation because of the attack upon 
the individual occupying the. place. 

“‘The object of the law, however, is 
not to vindicate any individual Judge, 
but is to cause and compel respect for 
the administration of the law without. 
even the necessity for a formal trial. 

“The Court may summarily call to 
the bar any person who publishes a false 
or’ even an inaccurate account of a pro- 
ceeding which is pending in_ court, 
or which had been concluded in 
court, and. punish without any ref- 
erence to any other person, or any 
cther Judge, the act charged. But I do 
think, in view-of the statements of both 
of the persons. who are ‘ultimately re-. 
sponsibie, that the majesty of the court, 
the Supreme Court of the State, is en- 
tirely vindicated. I have no wish to add 
my pereonal indignation to the affront 
to the Court in the imposition of any 
sentence.. I therefore suspend sentence 
in both cases.’’ 

Mr. Scalian’s Apology. 

’ Motions for stay of judgment and a 
new trial were denied at the outset and 
then Mr. Scallan arose and made the 
following statement: 
“‘ Before making any statement in con- 
nection with myself I wish to state that 
no other person than myself was re- 

nsible for the wording or the writing 

any part of the article which has been 
the subject of this investigation. I 
make this statement not only in justice 
to The World, but to Mr. Smith and Mr. 
Barrett and also to Mr. Beazéll, because 
after the informative conversation which 
Mr. Beazell had with me he had nothing 
more to do with the writing or wording 
of the article which has been the subject 
of the investigation. 
‘““There never was any intention on 
my part to reflect in any way upon the 
court nor upon the Justice presiding 
here, nor upon the administraticn of 
justice here. But-as the Court has de- 
clared that it was referred to in a con- 
temptuous manner in the article which» 
I wrote, and for the wording and mean- 
ing of which I am alone responsible, I 
desire to express my humble apology to 
the Court and to Justice McAvoy for 
having written what the Court considers 
an affront upon its dignity. 

‘“‘Had I thought that such an inter- 
pretation could be spelled out of any- 
thing I was writing the article in ques- 
tion would never have been written. 
Nothing was further from my thoughts 
than to write, do or say anything de- 
rogatory to this Court or to the admin- 
istration of justice in it. ‘ 

“T have always esteemed your Honor. 
From my observation, as a reporter, of 
the administration of justice in your 
court, I have formed the highest opin- 
fon of your Honor’s administration of 
justice in every way. That, of course, 
means nothing. I deeply regret the oo- 
casion that has offended the Court. It
